There  were  34  live  births  (23  in  1967)  giving  a live  birth  rate 
of  21*3  per  1,000  population  (15  in  1967)*  No  stillbirth  ocoured.  Two 
infants  died  during  the  first  month  of  life  0 

34  persons  from  the  Urban  area  died  during  1963*  21  of  these  deaths  were 
due  to  heart  disease  and  atrokos;  4 were  due  to  cancer. 

No  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  yea: 
and  no  death  occur ed  from  the  disease. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  one.

Defects  and  shortcomings  in  food  premises  generally  included  the  following 
matters:  absence  of  first  aid  materials,  defective  structure,  defective 
decoration,  faulty  ventilation,  lack  of  cleanliness,  chipped  crockery, 
outdoor  clothing  kept  in  food  rooms  etc*. 


Faults  and  deficiencies  at  the  2 school  canteens  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Education  Authority.  A new  kitchen  and  canteen  building  are  to 
be  built  at  the  Primary  School  to  replace  the  existing  one  which,  although 
excellent^ maintained,  is.  structurally  unsatsifactory. 

At  hotels  improvements  included  the  following  matters:  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  beer  cellars,  drainage  of  floors,  defective  decoration, 
improvement  to  lighting,  ventilation  and  the  screening  of  sanitary  accommodation. 


During  the  year  many  shops  were  altered  structurally,  and  advice  regarding 
veriouB  natters  was  given  at  plan  stage  in  order  to  avoid  possible  contravention 
of  Regulations  when  work  was  completed.  There  is  a trend  for  shop  fronts  to 
be  without  aii-inlets  and  the  attention  of  occupiers  of  food  premises  and  that 
of  the  builders  is  drawn  to  the  need  for  adequate  provision  for  ventilation. 

(b)  Foreign  matter  jin  Food 

During  the  year  only  one  comp leant  was  received  in  this  respect. 

In  January  a person  brought  to  the  office  a meat  pie  which  was  found  to  have 
mould  under  the  ’gelatine  holes'  in  the  pastiy  case.  The  pie  had  been  bought  at  a 
shop  in  the  town. 

The  manufacturers  of  the  pie  were  immediately  notified  and  it  was  agreed  that 
the  remaining  pies  in  stock  at  the  shop  be  withheld  from  sale. 

The  pie  was  submitted  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Conway  and  the  report  stated  that  apart  from  a single  colony  of  mould  under  the 
pastry,  it  was  Bacteriologically  satisfactory,  and  did  not  contain  any  of  the 
organisms  usually  associated  with  food  poisoning. 

The  manufacturers  examined  the  wrapper  of  the  pie  under  complaint  and 
informed  me  that  the  code  showed  the  date  of  manufacture  was  15  days  before  the 
date  of  purchase. 

The  investigation  indicated  that  this  particular  pie  had  been  kept  in 
the  shop  for  far  too  long  a tine.  Pies  should  be  s old  preferably  on  the  same  day 
as  received  but  never  after  4.8  hours  from  the  day  of  delivery,  and  should  be 
stored  under  cool  conditions. 

The  retailer  concerned  wad  advised  to  adopt  his  own  system  of  coding  to 
ensure  proper  stock  rotation  as  a measure  in  preventing  this  kind  of  thing 
happening  again. 

Copies  of  Practice  Notes  produced  by  the  Association  of  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  consultation  with  the  Sausage  and  Meat  Pie  Manufacturers* 

Association  being  guidance  on  the  retailing  of  these  foods  were  distributed  to 
the  shops  in  the  town. 
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Water  Supply 

(a)  Bac teriologioal  Quality 

1U  samples  of  the  town's  water  supply  were  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Conway* 

Five  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  reports 
were  forwarded  to  the  Merioneth  Water  Boarl* 

In  upland  surface  waters  ^ orbicularly , contamination  from:  sheep  or 
rabbr.te  in  the  neighbourhood  is  by  no  means  uncommon,  especially  following 
prolonged  rainfall,  and  reservoirs  are  often oonor'nimtbd by  birds.  However, 
the  possibility  of  contamination  of  human  origin  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  ana  $Lt 
was  re-assuring  to  learn  that  the  new  treatment  house  at  Llidiardau 

had  been  completed,  and  the  equipment  ordered  for  the  purpose  of  continuous 
chlorination  of  the  town's  supply* 

(b)  Chemical  Exc.mination 

Samples  of  the  main  water  supply  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analysts  Laboratory  at  Chester  for  examination  os  to  lead  content* 

One  sample  was  found  to  contain  a fairly  high  percentage 
of  lead  and  a notice  was  inserted  in  the  pre*>s  advising  householders  to  replace 
lead  pipes  with  copper  ones  and  to  run  off  the  water  first  thing  in  the  morning  so 
as  to  dispose  of  the  quantity  tnat  had  remained  stagnant  in  the  pipes  overnight «,

Complaints  of  the  presence  of  sediment  in  the  water  supply  ware 
also  forwarded  to  the  Yiater  Eoardu  This  is  undoubtedly  a mixture  of  peat  from  the 
lake  and  iron  rust  from  the  mains,  and  now  screens  were  provided  at  the 
Rhyduchaf  reservoir* 

6*  Refuse  Collection 

” Paper  Sack  System  of  3t ; or  ago  and  O^cllection 

This  method  of  refuse  storage  and  collection  was  introduced 
at  the  28  Council  dwellings  at  Fforddygerddi  and  Maesygerddi,  also  some  private 
householders  bought  sack  holders,  the  paper  sacks  themselves  being  provided  free 
of  charge  by  the  Council* 

This  method  of  refuse  storage  is  undoubtedly  an  improvement  upon 
the  traditional  dust  bin  and  is  well  liked  by  the  occupiers  of  the  dwellings  and  also 
the  refuse  collectors  whose  work  is  made  easier  and  cleaner  by  this  system* 

It  is  hoped  thaw  it  will  be  possible  to  gradually  extend  this 
system  so  that  eventually  all  properties  both  Council  owned  and  privately  owned, 
will  have  their  present  assorted  forms  of  containers  replaced  by  the  cleaner 
and  easier  to  handle  paper  sacks t 

This  system  has  been  adopted,  also  for  the  reception  of  waste  and 
litter  at  lay-bys  and  other  locations,  and  apart  to  being  more  presentable  in 
appearance,  they  are  hygienically  nor  acceptable  than  the  larger  open~top  containers 
previously  used* 

7»  Caravan  Sites
